SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL INFORMATION 
STORAGE, DISSEMINATION AND RETRIEVAL 


S R RANGANATHAN 


[ Records the Presidential Address of Dr Ranganathan to a Colloquium 
on Documentation held under the anspices of the Electronics Research and Develop. 
ment Establishment, Defence Research and Development Organisation held in 
Bangalore on 28 June 1961. States the functions of a library and its role in 
promoting research. Describes a research organisation and its divisions, Analysis 
the work of documentation division for retrieval of information, Emphasises the need 
of all India Documentation Centre and compares the organisation of INSDOC with 
that of VINITI. Analysis the work of the Documentation Centre at various levels 
and hopes for advanced documentation work in India. ] 


0 Functions of a Library 

The profession to which I belong was originally called that of a 
librarian. Now we call ourselves documentalists—not merely informa- 
tion scientists but documentalists. 


02 First FuNcTION 


The idea of a librarian was originally that he was one who was to 
carefully safeguard any written document that happens to flow into 
the four walls of the library. The function of a library was first taken 
to be to preserve the cultural and literary remains of a community. We 
have now moved very far from that idea. When that was the main 
function, in our country, a library was denoted by the term “Bhandara” 
—store house. 


02 SECOND FUNCTION 


A few centuries later, it was asked to take up a second responsi bi- 
lity to help the perpetual self-education of every individual. When 
that function was taken up by the library, the librarian came to be called 
an ‘‘Acharya’” ateacher. We still have the saying in our country— 
“Koshavana Acharya’. This continued for a long time. 


03 THIRD FUNCTION 


About the middle of the 19th century when industrialisation began, 
active life and the inactive life of leisure got totally separated out. 
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You know, in the rural civilisation it was difficult to distinguish clearly 
between active life and inactive time. I don’t know whether it was 
all leisure time or whether they were truly integrated. But industrialisa- 
tion atomised many things. It atomised time also into active time 
and leisure time. The problem came, ‘‘What to do with leisure time— 
pure leisure time’’? People had warned us about pure unoccupied 
time. As early as the 15th century, a Tamil poet had said ‘‘Shumma 
Iruppatu Arithw’’—very difficult to maintain leisure time. If you are 
not able to tame it, it will pounce upon you and tear you to pieces. 
Therefore, it has a problem in acountry which was industrialised in the 
19th century—how to engage the people in their leisure time ? It has 
been for this purpose that they conceived of library legislation. And 
indeed the library had to take up the responsibility of occuping the 
leisure time of the people. That was the third function which has put on 
the library. 


04 FouRTH FUNCTION 


Then about the time after the end of the First World War, a 
further burden was thrown on the library. That was the result of the 
spread of democracy over a much larger area than what it was before 
the First World War. To take a typical country—the country that 
was earned out after the First World War—Czechoslovakia, it was very 
significant that the first President was a professor—Prof Mazaryk, a 
great thinker. What he said, ‘‘we cannot maintain our democracy 
unless our citizens are correctly informed—continuously correctly 
informed”. Therefore, from his presidential chair he issued out several 
ordinances, directing that the country should have a net-work of public 
libraries where, every citizen would get his information, not cooked 
information, not partisan information, but, information of all kinds, 
so that he could collate them and arrive at his own decision and 
judgement. But alas! even that system—net-work of public informa- 
tion—was not able to stand the strain of the catastrophe that came 
some years later. You know what happened to Mazaryk the junior. 
In fact, two years ago, when I was talking to some of the top leaders 
of Czechoslovakia, I just asked what happened to the public library 
system of Mazaryk ? They told me something very revealing. “But 
for that public library system, we would have been much worse than 
what we were, It has something like an earthquake that came. We 
were able to stand it and stem it because of the informed public we 
had.” So information—in political level—giving that information was 
added on as the fourth function of the library. 
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OS ANOTHER FUNCTION 

After the Second World War a still another new function was 
added. It arose out of the Second World War itself. It is a truism 
to say that a war is no longer a war of muscles. It is now a war of 
brains. In fact about 1950 or so shortly after the war, when I was 
touring the United States, I went to an industrial house in New Jersey. 
I was taken round. I met an officer—a research officer there. He 
gave me a very interesting piece of information. I am sure it would 
be common knowledze among the people in Defence Service, but it 
may not be well-known among the others. He told me that at a very 
critical time in the Second World War everyone turned on having a 
sufficient number of crystals for communication purpose—the very 
problem on which you are engaged. He said they were going short of 
crystals—natural crystals and they were alerted that unless they produced 
a substitute, they would lose the war. He said that he was one of those 
geologists who was asked to find out some substitute. He tried all 
kinds of known minerals but he could not find anything suitable. Then 
he decided to produce an artifical crystal. He spent a long time over 
it. And he discovered by a chance record, in an old geological journal, 
the actual measure of the pressure necessary to produce a crystal. 
So his next problem was to pass this question on to the engineer—the 
pressure engineer if I can call him so, to produce the necessary high 
pressure, and the engineer succeded, But when that pressure was 
possible, and the liquid was put into the vessel, and the pressure was 
applied to produce the artificial crystal, invariably before the liquid 
was solidified, the vessel broke. That gave him another problem. He 
could not find any material which could stand that pressure. Again 
there was trouble. The problem was kicked on to metallurgy. Even 
then the metallurgical division had te search for information 
as to what the trouble was. He found out the pressure should 
be so and so. How to produce a metal to stand this pressure? At 
this stage, no existing document came to his help and he had to 
find out information from his own brain and finally they did 
produce the metal that could stand the pressure. They said, 
artificial crystal could be found and resolve the problem. We must 
give due allowance for a slight exaggeration by the enthusiast in the 
subject—I hope you will grant that every specialist should be sufficiently 
enthusiastic even to the extent of exaggeration. Otherwise he will lose 


his progress. 
1 Investigation and Research 


Now this experience made the after-war agency including defence 
agency to realise that to prepare for any contingency, God forbid, in

the world, it should ever be in the foremost in the direction of scientific 
invention and progress. To add to that mounting population pressure, 
I think we are getting towards 3,000 millions now—that itself has 
produced a new problem. How are we going to support this teeming 
population? Itis here that the civic responsibility and the defence 
responsibility of a nation meet. To maintain the. population pressure, 
we had to be incessantly engaged in fundamental research, in applied 
rerearch, and in industrial research. To be prepared in defence in 
modern days, we have to be ever foremost in research. 


11 ReESERCH ORGANIZATION 


What does this mean? It meansa great change in the research 
organisation of the world. Inthe past research was the past-time of 
exceptional people. People who need not have felt social pressure, but 
went forward into research purely due to inner pressure, often discovered 
and invented new ideas. There were very few people to follow them 
up and to make them serve social purpose. In the past, it took several 
senturies to bring the benefits of an invention down to the level of the 
common man. We know how it has now been reduced. It has become 
a period of 10 years, 5 years, and very often only one years now-a-days. 
Research to-day has therefore to depend not only on an exceptional man 
of genius—who comes ocassionally, whom we cannot order about—but 
depends also upon an army of people who work in collaboration into 
that exceptional man of genius. We want a hierarchy of people, 
beginning from the genius who takes upa problem on his own accord, 
down to the last man, who carries out the actual application. 


12 CREATION OF DIVISIONS 


This army can be divided into series of divisions. I suppose you have 
your Task Divison. You also have the Supporting Division. The task 
men had to be supported by the Supporting Division. In the Supporting 
Division, you put all those making research, making scientific progress, 
and harnessing science for the service of defence. 


121 DOCUMENTATION DIVISION 


During the last few years we have realised that, the Supporting 
Division wants for its own work, another Supporting Division—a 
Supporting Division of the second remove, if I may so call it. This 
Supporting Division is the Documentation Division for we have an 
army of scientific workers doing their job as a team on each subject. 
As Prof Thacker said, to-day except under war conditions they 
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have to work as a team, not only within the country but as an inter- 
national team. We can imagine what levels of intellect have to be poured 
into the field of research and how difficult it is to coordinate their effort. 
To give but one example, one of the firms in New York were just trying 
to find out about 10 or 12 years ago, the probable uses of the titanium 
earth exported in large quantities from the Kerala Coast of our country. 
They had a staff of 300 research workers just to study the possible uses 
of titanium. They had not begun to put anything on the field. The 
team of 200 or 300 research workers could not be made to work along 
economic lines. They found that 6 months after A had discovered 
something, somebody had told him that B had already found it one year 
earlier. That was the kind of the wastage that was discovered in that 
company. At that time, I happened to be travelling in the US, The 
enterprising librarian of the company felt worried that it was not possible 
for her to do her best for the firm. She tried to understand why it was so. 
She found that the American technique put all the documentation on 
titanium under one single class number, One need not at all give that 
number to any document in that case. She came across an Indian 
technique. So she contacted me asI was there and then we started 
working out a more detailed scheme of documentation for titanium—not 
that we knew titanium, not that we knew everything that could be done 
with titanium. But this technique, the technique of the supporting wing 
of the Supporting Division—the Supporting Division of second remove— 
is of great value, By this technique, we can classify anything new that 
turns up. We know how to receive it, how to organise it, and how to 
store it. When we applied this new technique to that firm, its manager 
told us that many thousands of dollars were saved as a result of the 
information—all found only within their own house documents, very little 


from outside—being promptly made available to every research worker 
within the firm. 


2 Demand for Documentation 

Now then you have to depend upon this Supporting Division of 
the second remove. But something more is happening today. One 
who has tasted—the research worker who has tasted the value of the 
Supporting Division of documentation—he naturally asks for more and 
.More men. Previously he had to spend more than a month in searching 
for information. Now asa result of the service of the Documentation 
Division, he is able to get it within one week. But what does the 
research worker say ? He asks, ‘‘Why one week ? Why not one day” 
And you manage to give it in one day. Then he asks, “Why one day ? 
Why not one hour?” This is natural, We must be happy that the 
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human mind works that way. We have reached that stage in docu- 
mentation. 


21 Time FACTOR 


I am sure that Col Chakravarti wants something similar from his 
Documentation Division. He does not want to wait the whole day for 
the information. Well! this has brought the necessity for the next step, 
How are you going to cut short this time for retrieval ? This is a 
big problem. 


22 PricutT oF RESEARCH WORKERS 


It depends on the way on which you arrange and store your docu- 
ments. That is of course necessary. But that is not sufficient. But it 
also depends on the way in which you are going to talk to the research 
worker and find out, what information he wants. The research worker 
is seldom sure of what he wants. Even if he were sure, he thinks that 
the man in the Documentation Division cannot understand him if he is 


precise, and so he tries to state his problem in very general terms. 
Again honestly having been working with the research workers for thirty 
or forty years, I know it is difficult for any one to enunciate his question 


precisely when it concerns something new which he is after still which is 
without a name, and which is without any coordinate to fix it. And 
after all we have to communicate through known words, The known 
words are too vague. Our own ideas do not crystallise until we get a 
proper terminology. It is very much like your going to a shop, to purchase 
some sarees for your wife. Before going, you ask her to describe the 
colour she wants. She may givea thousand and one descriptions. You 
may take down notes. But I don’t think that either she is sure of what 
she wants or that you understand her. Both of you then go to the shop. 
The moment you go there, what does the salesman do? He pulls out 
dozens of sarees and spreads them out. She then feels them one after 
another and says, ‘‘this is exactly what I wanted’. That is the plight 
of research workers asking for information. 


3 Retrieval of Information 

Therefore, the technique of documentation should be sharpened 
not only to organise and to arrange all printed materials for retrievals, 
but also to analyse the mind of the research worker and to help him in 
the exact enunciation of what he wants. It was only two or three days 
ago, that the smart librarian ofa local industrial house was narrating 
to me his experience. Somebody came to him and said, ‘I want to find 
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out the weight of a huge plate made of such metal and perforated in 
such and such way. I want to get it quickly. Otherwise the work of 
a whole gang of hundred workers will be stopped.” He had been 
spending the whole day turning through various pages in order to find 
the information by himself. But he could not get it. Finally he thought 
of going to the library. Unfortunately the designated man in the 
library, was the ‘‘Librarian”. If they had called him ‘Information 
Scientist” perhaps he would have gone to him earlier ! Somehow, he 
finally went to the librarian. The librarian first said, why not you 
weigh ? The enquire said,” It is difficult to transport the whole piece 
to the place of weighing. It will cost much money. It will cost much 
time. I want to do it by some kind of formula. Is there any ready- 
made formula for it ?”? This information which he wanted, was not 
enunciated by the enquirer immediately. Within 15 or 20 minutes 
after the problem was correctly passed, the librarian was able to put 
his finger on a document of the ISI which gave the formula, but which 
had been locked with various other things in the library. 


4 Research in Documentation Technique 


Now this is all chance. You cannot depend upon chance; you cannot 
afford it, so much money will be wasted ; and so there is need here for 
another kind of Supporting Division—-Supporing Division of the third remove. 
If your own establishment is the Supporting Division of the first remove 
of the Defence Organisation, if your documentation Division is supporting 
Division of the second remove, within the Documentation Division 
you want a sub-section, which is the Supporting Division of the third 
remove. The business of this sub-section is to forge new techniques 
of documentation to make literature search and supply of wanted 
documents without any loss of time. To-day the world has not yet 
begun to realise the importance of forming this Sup porting Division 


of the third remove, to engage itself continuously in research in 
documentation techniques. 


5 Indian Methodology of Research 


It is no exaggeration to say that serious intensive research in 
library science and documentation began in India about two decades Yo. 
It has made good progress though it had no monetary support frou 
any source. It is only during the last two years that big foundation 
in America has set apart millions of dollars just for this purpose of 
supporting research in this field. Thus we do not have much to barn in 
this matter from other countries because nobody has anything much 
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to give. On the other hand, much progress has been done in our 
country in research in library science and documentation. Above all 
an Indian school of thought with its own distinctive methodology in 
research has come into existence in our country. I was_ therefore 
extremely interseted in the proposal of Col Chakravarti to place some 
of the resources, both in men and money at the disposal of the promotion 
of research in his Technical Information Centre, This will enable this 
centre to make its own research in the measure of its needs; it can 
also make the results of its research available for use not only in this 
particular LRDE but in every documentation centre in India. 


6 All India Documentation Centre 

I am sure that Professor Thacker will remember that in the plan 
that he asked me to prepare for the All India Documentation Centre 
and that he generally approved, there is an important section. In that 
section I have emphasised that there should be a cell in the INSDOC 
engaged in research in documentation. We should have it installed 
and manned by persons freed from the repititive work of the INSDOC. 


That is the reason for my great interest in the documentation 


section of LRDE and for my great eagerness to come and work with 
Col Chakravarti. If I had been younger, I would have offered myself 
to be one of his assistants in LRDE. But he is generous enough to 
treat old people gently. I am sure, he is not going to over work me and 
drive me to do things at his speed. 


I should add one more word about what Professor Thacker said. 
There is great demand for documentation to-day, not only in Defence 
Service but also in Civil Life. We want documentation everywhere. 
It is so throughout the world. That is why Professor Thacker referred 
to the importance of the All India Documentation Centre. 


61 VINITI 

This documentation—I am not speaking about documentation 
research—this documentation work and service has to be done normally 
in three levels—International, National and Local Levels. In a vast 
country like India, we have to adda fourth level. An intermediate 
regional level is necessary. This is found also in Russia, which is 
comparable to India in its size. We have started witha national level 
in our country. The local level is yet to begin. The national level 
cannot function up unless local levels begin to tick. Let me take the 
example that Professor Thacker referred to. The Russian VINITI 
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corresponds to our INSDOC. VINITI was started 2 years after the 
INSDOC was started. But INSDOC is still lingering with a staff of one 
hundred. But VINITI has already a staff of 2,000. (Professor Thacker 
said 3,000). He has the latest information for you, for he travels more 
than I do. Even this large team, VINITI finds insufficient to feed all its 
many local documentation centres. But I do not know if we will 
approximate it even at the end of the Third Five Year Plan period. 


62 LocAL DOCUMENTATION CENTRE 


My own feeling about the INSDOC has always been that we have 
not been able to function up as much as we ought to because no docu- 
mentation wing is attached to the industrial and research institute in 
several places, calling for a higher quality of work from the INSDOC. 
It heartens me therefore to find an active local documentation 
centre here, 
7 Documentation and Research 


We can now havea helpful division of labour between the inter- 
national, national and local documentation centre. There will be many 
difficulties cropping from dav to day work in each local documentation 
centre. That is why research in documentation has to begin in local 


centres. It should be carried on in each centre. 


But there must be 
coordination. 


For the technique will be common, whatever be the field 
served. Therefore the research cell in INSDOC should have sub-cells in 
all important centres like LRDE, if the Defence Ministry will allow it 
and in places like the National Aeronautical Laboratory just started, 
the Indian Institute of Science, and the Jamshedpur Factory. The 
research cell in the INSDOC should not only coordinate the work of the 
research sub-cells in such places, but also get itself fed with the problems 
picked up by them. The cell in the INSDOC will then do fundamental 
research in documentation and the cells in the local documentation 
centre will do the applied research. It is only by such a coordination 
of the research cells in documentation that we shall be able to get ahead 
of other countries. Only our faith is that we have hada start over the 
countries in regard to documentation and research techniques. There- 
fore, we can easily go ahead of them. Let us put an heart seriously to 
this task. One good augury is that the defence service is serious about 
it and that Professor Thacker personifies the seriousness of the civil 
departments. All of its being together on this platform isa very good 


augury that documentation in India will advance and that India will be 
second to none in the world in this field. 
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NATURE AND ROLE OF CONTACT LIBRARIES 
WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO INDIA

[Emphasis the need, for uuderstanding the life and thought of each nation. 
States the role of Contact Libraries in forging that understanding. Gives the anolgy 
of USIS, British Council and Max Mullar Bhavan in our country. Suggests similar 
libraries to be set up in other countries by India. 


Examines also the need, and 
literature to be housed in Contact Libraries. ] 


0 Introduction 

Global understanding and peace are the dominant motifs of modern 
civilization. Various institutions and organizations, be it local or trans- 
local, have their avowed objective as the promotion of amity among 
peoples of world professing divergent faiths. Gone are the days of 
isolation when nations were cloistered entities. The city wall of Greece 
has given place to world platform. An event in some corner of the world 
affects the other parts. So much so, that literally speaking the world 
has shrunk to a point space! All this is due to spectacular achievements 
of science and technology. Science has annihilated distance and time 
barriers without which national intercourse was not possible. 

Such a world-mindedness attitude has been institutionalised in 
the creation of United Nations, UNESCO and host of others. They are 
combating human cussedness and making all efforts towards the establish- 
ment of healthy and peaceful state of affairs. 


01 NEED For UNDERSTANDING 


Inspite of all our laudable aims and pious thinking of internation- 
alism and world federation, there are still dark clouds befogging the world. 
The virus of racial discrimination and hegemony ‘s still present. 

Rightly has Martin Buber, a philosopher par-excellence observed 
that ‘mistrust between man and man has become existential’, One is, 
therefore, compelled to ask the question: What is the wrong with our 
age? Why are we not yet able to establish peace and national co exis- 
tence ? The answer should not be sought in the political or ideological 
differences. But it is due to the ignorance and lack of correct under- 
standing of life and thought of each nation. 


02 ConTAcT LIBRARIES 
Hence the question arises: What are the means and ways by which 


life and thought of a nation can be understood ? Obviously through printed 
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materials. Next question in importance is: How to ensure the preserva- 
tion and continuance of such recorded knowledge ? It is through libraries. 
Library guarantees the preservation, continuation and dissemination of 
social recorded knowledge. By establishing libraries in other countries 
we can establish better relations than by diplomatic instruments. Such 
libraries have been aptly called Contact Libraries by Dr Ranganathan. 
In the foregoing pages, I have essayed the functions and objectives of 
Contact Library with particular reference to India. 


1 Nature and Objectives of Contact Library 
‘Contact Library’ is one which is established by a national govern- 


ment in another country to promote cultural relations between the two 
countries. The adjective ‘Contact’ is very suggestive and meaningful. 


The following are the objectives of a ‘Contact Library’ : 
1 To promote cultural understanding ; 
2 To present in non-partisan terms the history, culture, philoso- 
phy, religion, sciences and arts@f its country to others; and 
3 To organize a free and perpetual flow of its literature. 
Experience has shown that books are the real ambassadors in 
carrying the good will of one people to others. 


2 Responsibility for the Establishment of Contact Library 


The establishment of libraries in foreign land involves a good deal 
of organization and financial resources. It is being realised that such a 
responsible task cannot be undertaken by an individual organization. 
Inevitably the onus rests on the national government. However, it is 
suggested that Trusts, Associations and Institutions can contribute their 
mite towards this work. 

21 READING MATERIALS ? 

The reading stuff of contact library should be divorced of propagan- 
distic content. They should comprise of the cultural, historical, social 
and political thought potential of the country. Libraries are not sales 
promotion houses of books. Ideas cannot be bartered. Therefore a 
thorough and judicious and sound selection of reading materials is 
needed. They should avoid 

1 Tactical and aggressive propaganda ; and 

2 Cultural and intellectual hagemony. 

Rather, the following should form the quality of reading materials : 

1 Creative literature e g classics ; 

2 Literature about the flora, fauna and the history of the 

country ; and 

3 Scientific technological literature. 
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22 BUILDING AND ARCHITECTURE 


Building and architecture are the vehicle for communicating the 
art and aesthetics of acountry. Hence library building should be so planned 
both from the point of design and architecture that it reflects the aestheic 
character of the country. Not only external architecture but also 
interior decoration, fittings and furnitures should also be suggestive of 
national character. The design of such library does not require much 
attention. Contrary to the Fifth Law of Library Science—Library is a 
Growing Organism, Contact Library do not grow beyond certain limit, 
because of its scope and content. 


23 Lisprary PERSONNEL 


Obviously, the head of the Contact Library should belong to the 
country which establishes such library. He is the person who is capable 
of explaining the light and thought of his country. However, the other 
personnel may consist of local tgJents. One of the major duty of the 
library personnel is to strengthen the cultural bond between the two 
countries. They should establish contacts with masses of all denomina- 
tions in order to understand their needs and interests. For this they 


should maintain liaisons with other libraries of that land, so that it can 
serve better. 


24 ORGANIZATION 


Administratively speaking, such libraries should be free from 
bureaucratic yokes. It is suggested that the National Library of a 
country is capable to run such libraries. Adequate finance should 
forthcome from government. As a piece of advice, it must say that 
Contact Library should not be attached to embassies of the country, and 
should be different from the Information Services of the embassy. 


3 Contact Libraries in India 


So far we have dealt with nature and functions of Contact Library. 
Let us now make a brief survey of foreign libraries in India. 


31 AN ANOLOGY 


United Nations has established an Information Agency known as 
the United Nations Information Centre at New Delhi, This centre has 
for its library, reading materials principally concerning United Nations. 
Strictly speaking it is not a library. It is a reading room keeping United 
Nations literature. No reference service is rendered. This Centre covers 
for its area of activity Ceylon, India and Nepal. 
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32 Unesco EFForTS 


United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization 
has established a so-called library. One of the UNESCO’S constitutional 
duties is to “maintain, increase and diffuse knowledge by encouraging 
co-operation among nations in all branches of intellectual activity”. 
Towards this, UNESCO maintains deposit libraries at Banaras University ; 
Bombay University ; National Library; Delhi University; Delhi Public 
Library; State Central Library, Hyderabad;; Lucknow University; 
Connemaira Public Library; Nagpur University ; Parliament Library; 
and Kerala University Library. UNESCO has evinced keen interest in 
documentation and bibliographical services and published : 













1 Southern Asia Social Science Bibliography (With annotation and 
abstracts) with annual periodicity ; 

2 Scientific and Technical Journals of East and South East Asia 

3 National Libraries: Their Problems and Prospects, 1960. 









33 USIS 


United States by the passage of Smith-Mundt Act (Public Law 402, 
1946) has established one of the larger and certainly one of the most 
complex of the world’s library systems made of 2C0 information centres 
all over the world. In India USIS libraries are maintained at New 
Delhi, Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, Lucknow, Hyderabad and Banglore. 
These libraries show a fairly comprehensive collection of literature about 
USA. They also have an efficient reference service. They have on 
their staff qualified personnel. Unfortunately these libraries are housed 
in rented buildings. 












34 British Councit 





British Council too maintains libraries at Delhi, Calcutta, Bombay, 
Madras and other important cities. It lays more stress on the dissemination 
of English language. Hence suitable books on .the latest techniquesand 
methods of teaching are placed at the hands of the people. The libraries 
maintain a very efficient service. Readers at distant places can get 
books by post. An up-to-date periodical in all branches of knowledge is 
maintained. It has not its own buildings,

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4 Indian Libraries Abroad 


So far we have dealt with foreign libraries in India. Reciprocally 
speaking, has India made any attempt towards the establishment of 
Contact Libraries in the foreign land ? Almost a megative answer can 
be given. We pride in our glories. And what have we done in the 
continuation of this glory? India has been much misunderstood in 
foreign countries. To the West India still presents a medleys of ‘snake 
charmer’, seers lost in contemplation in the forests, rites and rituals. It 
is an imperative need of the time to establish Contact Libraries abroad 
in order to dispel all wrong thinking. 

41 SELECTION OF COUNTRIES 


To start with, we may choose United States, United Kingdom, 
and USSR for Contact Libraries. I strongly feel that Government of 
India may make an honest exordium in this direction. 


42 MATERIALS 


Regarding materials of Indian libraries abroad, it should consist of 
the entire cross section of Indian life and thought. Our classics, eg 
Vedas, Upanishads, Mahabharat, Ramayana, Bhagvad Gita should find 
place in such libraries. This is one category. The second category of 
books should be commentaries and translation of classics by scholars and 
thinkers like Badnarayan, Sankara, Vivekananda, Aurobindo, Radha- 
Krishnan. The third categories of books consist of literature created 
by men like Valmiki, Bhavabuti, Kalidasa, Kabir, Tulsidas, Sarvajna 
and Tagore. The fourth category of books should be of sociology, ethics 
and secular subjects, e g Kautilya’s Arthashastra, Manu’s Dharmashastra 
etc. Fifthly books about contemporary life and thought should form the 
stock of the library. And lastly they should be rich in reference books 
regarding all aspects of our country including graphic materials such as 
maps, charts, sculpture and paintings. 


5 Need of Contact Libraries 


In the conclusion I would say that the need for establishing Contact 
libraries abroad seems to be a must. With the advent of freedom we 
are awakened from the centuries of slavery. New energies has been 
released. We must gear this energy towards nation building and 
international harmony. India is fastly coming into contact with other 
nations, But mere political contact will not do. There should be through 


contacts through Contact Libraries which alone can bring real under- 
standing. Men at the helm of affairs and in the library profession should 


think of this problem and work out a plan of action. I firmly believe this 
can be done.

LIBRARY MOVEMENT

0 Introduction 


None can deny that human progress and human civilization depends 
on the art of communication, the ability of man to communicate freely 


with one another. It has indeed been suggested that this is the first and 


clearest distinguishing mark between human beings and animals, and the 


foundations of all social development. It is not so much the art of 


communication as the art of recording communication which 


distin- 
guishes man from the primates or from the ants and bees. 


So in order to function successfully in a community, however the 
art of communication must overcome the problems of time and space by 
methods more accurate than human memory can provide. 
of external records have been tried. 


Many forms 
These forms of record are met 
within the collections of recorded communication we call libraries. 

1 Libraries & Librarianship 


Libraries are concerned with the preservation of records. Librarian- 
ship may indeed be defined as the collection, organization, preservation, 
and utilisation of recorded communications. Libraries may be said as the 
source of the communication of the recorded knowledge. 


2 Public Library 


Public library is an institution which “is provided by the local 
authority ie town or country councils, entirely and mostly at its own 
expense, governed and administered by the authority or a committee 
wholly or largely appointed by itself; available free of any charge to 
all who live in its area ( and often others as well ) and offering a wide 
selection of materials chosen to embrace as completely as possible the very 
interest of the individual and the community free from bias or religious, 
political or other motives’. [1] 


According to Murison, ‘The success of any institution inaugurated 
and operated inthe service of the community depends on three main 
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factors: it must have a purpose; it must have a sound administration to 
determine the mode of operation; and after mode has been agreed, it must 
be put into effect by capable and conscientious executives.” [2] 



















So it becomes our paramount and first task to knew about the 
purpose of a public library. In a nut shell a public library is a centre 
of community life, an information bureau, a continuation school, and a 
training school for democracy. Gardner believes that such a library 
is not only a necessary concomitant of democracy, it is an expression 
of faith in civilization.” [3] The Unesco Public Library Manifesto 
describes it as a “living force for popular education.” [4] 


Now we will proceed to observe the development of these objectives 


of public library in Great Britain and United States in a historical 
perspective. 


3 Great Britain 





1850 is a landmark in the public library movement of Great 
Britain, when the long cherished efforts of Edward Edwards, William 
Ewart and Joseph Brothorton culminated in the enactment of the first 
Public Library Act by the Parliament. It can be considered as beginning 
of public library service in England. Private benefactions from 
Passamore Edwards and Andrew Carnegie, the activities of CUKT under 
J. M. Mitchell and the Act of 1919, helped in the furtherance of 
the movement. 
















The next important event is the Kenyon Report, 1927 which 
established the fact that, ‘Public library should be the centre of the 
intellectual life of the area which it serves.” [5] Its major recommen- 
dation was the three tier sytem for regional coverage and cooperation. 


The words that ‘‘there is probably no public service wherein methods 
and achievements vary more considerably from place to place and from 
country to country than public library service’, [6] best signify the 
findings of 1937 survey, carried out by a corps of experienced librarians. 
McColvin’s post-war survey [7] came as a plea for the provision of 
government grants and necessary changes to be effected in library areas 
for effective service. Vollans report 1952 [8] surveyed the national 
system of cooperation and provided suitable recommendations. The 
most recent development is the Roberts Committee Report, 1959, to 
which references will be made in other sections. 


4 United States 





Just like British pattern, the theory, the law and the custom of 
the public library in America, as Joeckel found them twenty-five years 
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ago, were those of a purely local institution. But slowly it became 
evident to library leaders that one could not depend on local initiative 
alone for building public library facilities to serve the growing nation. 
Some of the State Governments began to enter the picture. Here lies 
the difference of the American pattern from those of the British. 


States began to centre their efforts on the development of county 
libraries for bringing local public library service to the unserved rural 
areas. Legal incorporation of huge areas into counties, combined with 
bounteous gifts of nature resulted in a number of large and rich counties 
able to support themselves in California. The example of California 
was copied by a number of states, 


This brings us to Joeckel and his The Government of the American 
public library [9]. He set out a new and different concept of public 
library organization in this volume—a library that is regional rather 
than municipal; an agency of the state, supported in part by the state ; 
created by the consolidation or, at least, by the federation of existing 
public and other libraries in each of the states natural regions without 
respect to local political bounderies. 


The National Plan [10] presented a more qualified adherence to 


Jeockel’s thesis. Substantial state and federal participation in the 
financial support was included as essential parts of the plan. 


The National Plan appeared in the same year when the Public 
Library enquiry [11], a new general survey of public libraries in the 
United States began its two years of study. The Enquiry attempted 
primarily to build up a factual, cross sectional picture of contemporary 
public library structure and finance. The conclusions made did not 


strike out in any new direction, They emphasized more on state library 
branches than of federation. 


Since the Enquiry’s final report in 1950, there has been at least 
two other studies leading to two important public library documents 
and two important acts of legislation. 


The first in time was the passage in 1950 of a statute in New York 
State granting financial aid to county and multi-county libraries. The 
second was the framing and adoption of the new California public library 
standards in 1953, The third was the adoption of new national public 
library standards by the American Library Association in 1956 [12]. The 
fourth was the signing of the Library Service Act by President Eisenhower 


in 1956. This Act is meant for bringing library services to the rural 
areas. 
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Thus our review of the immediate historical setting reveals the 
emergence of significant concepts that are increasingly entering library 


thinking.

Sjnce the last announcement in the 
Library herald, several colleagues in our profession and friends of libraries 
have send their contributions and felicitations. It is perhaps necessary 
that the contributions that have been received after April 1961 should be 
listed in the present issue so that other friends and colleagues in our 
profession who have not sent any material so far, may be able to send their 
contributions on any topic not covered by the contributions received.

8 History 


This is the history of the biggest library in India which grew out of 
a small public library in Calcutta established in 1835. It is essentially the 
product of the amalgamation of the Calcutta Public library and the Imperial 
Library at Calcutta in 1902 duly confirmed and validated by the Imperial 
Library Act of 1902 The Imperial Librasy at Calcutta was originally 
established in 1891 with the amalgamation of several government depart- 
mental libraries. The Library was declared open to public in 1903. During 
the last half-a-century or so, the library has witnessed several changes 
both internal and external. It shifted from one building into another 
till it reached the present building at Belvedere in 1949. The masters 
also went on changing till it finally came under the able control of the 
present Librarian—Shri B S Kesvan. There has been yet another change 
in its nomenclature. After 1947, the library was rechristened as the 
National Library and was formally opened to public in 1953 Thus the 
present library is the metamorphosis of several factors ; and thanks to 
the dynamic personality of presnt librarian, it has become a force in the 
library personality of India. 


01 Boox-STock 


The library has got acollection of 10,07,298 volumes and a shelf- 
space running into 15 miles. 3,18,124 readers visit itin a year. The 
figures are quite impressive against what was there a few years back. 
In 1947-48 there were only 8,590 readers. The phenomnal rise in 
accession is due to the operation of the Delivery of Books ( Public 
Libraries ) Act since 1954. It goes to the credit ef the library that while 
under the said Act Connamera Public Library at Madras and the Central

02 ExXpaNnsION 


The National Library is also the seat of the Central Reference 
Library to bring out the Indian national bibliography. Sahitya 
Academy is partially in existence in the National Library as well. The 
library has also been assisting in international projects like Index 
translationum and the world-list of historical periodicals. 


03 OTHER DETAILS 


Besides recording the history of the library, the book deals 
with other problems as well. There is a full description on the techni- 
ques employed in the library, the services rendered, administrative set 
up, major collections, and the Indian National Bibliography. 


1 Catalogues 


The library is having several printed and card catalogues. In fact 
it has been the policy of the library to bring out printed catalogues on 
various subjects and languages. The general catalogue of the library is 
the Dictionary Catalogue. The catalogues of the official publications and 
periodicals have been maintained separately. The multiple catalogues 
with multiple sequences and dictionary order may, however, not be 
conducive to the requirements of scholars who are the primary clientele 
of the National Library. 


2 Classification 


The library has had several classification systems—Macfarlane’s 
‘Relative Location’ system, Scholfield’s extension of the ‘Relative Location’ 
system to Vernacular books, Asudaullah’s system for Arabic, Persian and 
Urdu books and certain devices to indicate the height of the books and the 
date of publication. These multiple classification systems with less or no 
scientific basis “could not stand the strain of modern knowledge.” The 
library had therefore to select a recognised classification scheme to be 
able to translate the thought-content of the publications and preserve a 
filiatory sequence. It is recorded that “the decision was taken to use 
the Decimal Scheme of classification even with its disadvantages... after 
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considerale thought and after having surveyed all the existing schemes 
of classification.” 


This statement on p 83 is however not convincing. A student of 
library science knows very well that these are the days of analytico- 
synthetic classification since the knowledge-world appears before us with 
several facets and phases, It is, however, surprising that knowing full 
well the disadvantages of the Decimal Classification, the library 
should have adopted it surveying all the existing schemes. Perhaps the 
authorities found the other schemes full of serious disadvantages 
and so they had to prefer DC. This reveiwer does not grudge the 
decision but he is not able to understand that in a library of sucha 
magnitude with all sorts of collections, meant for serious readers, a classi- 
fication totally out of touch with modern knowledge and quite at cross 
purposes with the filiatory development of the subjects and unsuitable for 
scholar’s needs, should have been chosen ‘‘after considerable thought.” 
Such a thought does not seem to have been given, and the future 
librarians will have to pay for it, 


3 Reading Facilities 


The library functions in several divisions. This can be welcomed 
both for administrative as well as from service considerations. The 
shortage of reading space is quite obvious. 900 readers coming to the 
library every day and only 350 being able to get sitting accommodation ! 
It will therefore be welcomed that additional sitting accommodation for 
150 readers will be made in the proposed Annexe, The library, should, 
however remain open on Sundays and holidays for normal hours 9 a m 
to 8 pm in order to give maximum benefit to readers on these off days. 


Restricting the hours of opening on days when people have leisure to 
read, is not helpful. 


4 Indiana Collection 


The building up of the “Indiana Collection” along with other collec- 
tions is useful. But is it not the duty of the Government to build up such 
collections in our embassies abroad also ? These collections will be useful 
in interpreting Indian thought, culture and outlook. India is much 
misunderstood in outside world because the Government has not paid 
any attention to make books as the ambassadors of Indian culuture, 
science, learning, and political thought. It would be necessary to build 
up libraries in our embassies with such collections. These are called 
Contact Libraries. World should know what is best in India. The work 
of USIS, British Council, Max Muller Bhawan, and UN Information 
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Centre are well known examples before us. It is not too late for the 
Government to emulate this example of the National Library and 
establish Contact Libraries in several countries of the World. 


5 Children’s Library 


It has to be taken with a grain of salt that the National Library 
should establish a Children’s Library. This reviewer knows very well that 
there is a controversy in the country about the establishment of 
children’s libraries. Though such libraries are part of public libraries yet 
some are of the opinion that these libraries should be established 
independently. But no one, so far as the knowledge of the reviewer goes, 
has advocated a children’s library as part of the National Library. The 
authorities of the Library are also conscious about it since they say 
that ‘‘either the State Library or a Municipal Public Library should have 
undertaken this responsibility.” (p 152) But they have given a strange 
reason for having violated this practice. How far it can be justified that 
since the State Library had not embarked upon a children’s library project, 
the National Library had to step in. Perhaps the functions of the 
National Library were not much, and so this additional responsibility ! 
The Children’s Library should have been nearer the living locality so that. 
the children are able to make use of it without any difficulty. To increase 
the utility of the library, the Children’s Library with attractive furniture 
and material as provided by the National Library should be welcomed by 
the State Central Library, if transferred. 


















6 Gift Collections 





The library has received a total gift of 1,50,000 books. Among 
them Asutosh Collection, Jadunath Sarkar Collection, S N Sen Collection 
and Sapru Papers are worth mentioning. Next to the National Library 
it is perhaps the Banaras Hindu University Library which has got a Gift 
Collection of over | lakh volumes. The problem of maintaining a separate 
sequence for each donated collection, will have to be resolved in the 
long run. Perhaps it is helpful to have one catalogue for the entire Gift 
Collection with Donor’s symbols. The sequence on the sheif may be 
separate. This has been done in BH U. The National Library may 
perhaps find this suggestion useful. 









7 Central Reference Library 





It is stated that the Central Reference Library is housed in the 
National Library. From the book, it does not give any indication of a 
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separate existence since it has not been stated how it is functioning. 
The book stock, acquisition etc., of this library are not given in the book. 


8 Indian National Bibliography 


It is however stated that the Indian National Bibliography is pub- 
lished by the Central Reference library which is proposed to be shifted 
to Delhi. 


The book under review gives the history, structure and technique 
of the Indian national Bibliography. The INB first appeared in 1958 
and was received with open arms by the profession, It was the need of 
the hour. But the agencies to be benefitted by it received it with 
mixed feelings. The bibligraphy appeared in Roman script while 
our linguistic regions would welcome a list of their publications 
in their own script. This. was realised.by.the editorial staff but a little 
too late. Linguistic bibliographies have now been brought out thus 
increasing the utility of the bibliography, though this means duplication 
of cost and effort. 


81 CLASSIFICATION 


The techniques employed to bring out the bibliography are not 
sound. Having recorded on p 83 that the Decimal Classification had 
_ “disadvantages”, and also “is inadequate to express the ‘specific. subject’ 
more so, in Indian Religion, Philosophy, Geography and description of 
the States of India” (p 223), it is unthinkable that the Indian national 
bibliography should have used Decimal Numbers for arrangement of 
entries. Perhaps it has been dicovered later “in the light of experience” 
(p 223). To meet this situation, the device [1] as followed by the British 
national bibliography has been imitated. Advice on conflicting numbers, 
homonymous numbers and synonymous numbers is taken from the 
Dewey Classification Editorial Committee. The library profession in India 
has not welcomed the assigning of Colon Classification numbers being 
given after each entry as a matter of courtesy. 


India has invented a scheme of classification which is second to none 
in the world. It has been recognised as a fully analytico-synthetic 
classification. But the Indian national bibliography should not be 
classified by a much more scientific scheme produced by India in spite of 
accepting the unsuitability, difficulties and impracticability of the Deci- 
mal Classification, is surprising. The Indian national bibliography should 
be Indian and National in all its features. The ideas given by the Indian 
scheme of classification are being studied, with profit all the world over. 
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The future may decide it; as the linguistic bibliographies have also 
come later. 


82 CATALOGUING 


It has been stated that the ALA Cataloguing Rules have been 
adopted for the formulation of entries. Does this code provide for biblio- 
graphical entries? Does this code stand for subject entries? Is there 
any rule for classified entries? Is it therefore a complete code? Has 
not India invented a code—the only complete code for classified entries ? 
Why should the Indian national bibliography claim to follow such a 
code which is incomplete and also under drastic revision ? 


83 INDEX 


It is however suggested that the entries in the bibliography may 
be marked with Entry Numbers and the reference from the Index be on 
to them. The utility of reference from Entry Numbers has been demons- 
trated bya number of classified bibliographies brought out by the 
Ministry of Labour and Employment, Government of India, New Delhi. 


91 Pressure of the Fifth Law 


Fhe Fifth Law of Library Science has already affected the National 
Library. The library shall be having a nine storeyed Annexe in 1962. 
It will also have a readers’ hostel. All these are signs of growth and 
life in the library. But it is surpising that why the services of an Inter- 
national Expert in Library Science in our country has not been utilised 
and a foreign expert has been consulted. That is perhaps the way of 
India. National Library cannot be an exception to it. 


92 Physical Get Up 


A few remarks about the physical make up of the book. The 
printing and paper are excellent. The insertion of too many photographs 
and some of least importance, cannot be justified. This is a book which 
every student of Library Science and librarian should read. It speaks 
of at least one great library of India.

FRITS DONKER DUYVIS 
S R RANGANATHAN 


[ Is an obituary on Dr Donker Duyvis. States Dr Ranganathan’s first contact 
with him and through himin the international field. Expresses his gratefulness for 
having created FID/CA and through that the vista of new developments in library 
classification. ] 


It was 14 July 1961. I wasin Delhi. A communication from the 
Hague broke the news of the demise of our good friend Donker Duyvis. 
In the thirties when the International Federation for Documentation 
was apparently passing through a crisis, Donker Duyvis valiantly 
stepped in and took charge of it. It is common for aspirants to easy 
fame to snatch a flourishing organisation in affluent circumstances, to 
enjoy all the goodwill going with it, and drop it down after its 
deterioration had gone far enough. But Donker Duyvis was not made 
that way. His way was just the opposite one. Almost from a scratch 
Donker Duyvis brought the FID to a pinnacle of position, influence 
and achievemnt through more than thirty years of arduous, passionate 
and single-minded work before his health broke down far too much to 
have further charge of it. 


In 1959, he felt obliged to ask to be relieved of the work so dear 
to his heart. But the FID was humane enough to keep him on as 
the Honorary Secretary General till the moment of his departure. This 
career and work of Donker Duyvis had always struck me asa _ parallel 
in actual life toa major event in the Ramayana. According to that 
epic, Bharata took charge of the kingdom of Rama when the latter went 
into exile. During this period, Bharata took no personal advantage 
whatever of the position of eminence to which he had come. On the 
other hand, according to the poet, Bharata increased ten-fold the 
resources of the kingdom, purified the minds of the people and handed 
the prosperous kingdom back to Rama on his return. When Rama 
invited him to continue to act as his trusted first citizen, he quietly 
accepted this invitation totally free from any sense of attachment. So 
it has been with Donker Duyvis and his work in the F I D. 


Eight October 1947 marks turning point in my work. I was then 
in Delhi at the invitation of Sir Maurice Gwyer. A letter arrived from 
the FI D asking for a memorandum on “Classification and international 
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documentation.” At that time I knew nothing more of either of FID 
or of UDC than what was gathered from the Introduction in the 
Decimal Classification of Dewey and the Manual of Classification of 
Sayers. Nor did I know till then anything about the writer of that 
letter—Donker Duyvis. Three typed copies of my paper were sent to 
Donker Duyvis within a month thereafter. I wrote saying that he 
might keep one copy for his file and circulate the other two copies 
among those interested in the subject in the United Kingdom and 
the United States of America respectively. There was a prompt 
reply saying that it was not a paper merely for the file of FI D 
or for private circulation to a few and asking for permission to 
have it published in the Review of documentation and also as a special 
publication of the FID. The spirit of the letter endeared him to me. 
On 30 December 1947, he followed this up with an invitation to attend 
the Conference of the FID to be held at the Hague in June 1948. 
I had to regret my inability to accept the invitation due to financial 
reasons. This I wrote in January 1948. The perseverence of Donker 
Duyvis was first brought to my attention in March that year. For he 
seems to have moved the UNESCO and the British Council in the matter. 
The invitation of the British Council was handed in by its representative 
in Delhi on 29 April 1959. Thus it was Donker Duyvis that brought 


about the third stage of my career in general and the second stage of 
my work in the field of Library Science. 


It was 2 pm, 16 June 1948. I entered the Patent Office at 6 Willem 
Witsenplein, the Hague. A tall, well-built, handsome figure with a 
broad face, enlivened with a broad smile greeted me. It was Donker 
Duyvis. He immediately introduced me to Le Maistre, the President 
of the FID, who was in his room. A copy of Bradford’s Documentalion 
and my paper were on the table of Donker Duyvis. We immediately 
plunged into the need for re-designing the foundation of classification. 
Though neither India nor myself happened to be a member of the 
FID at that time, these two gentlemen invited me to attend the 
meetings of the Committee for UDC. It was in one of these meetings 
that the Octave Notation—now being called the Principle of Sector 
Notation—formulated in India, was approved in principle. Donker 
Duyvis was the foremost in supporting it. He also arranged for my 
addressing the conference on ‘‘Comparative Classification” on 18 June 
1948. The address and the discussion lasted to a little more than two 
hours. This was a new experience to me. 


Donker Duyvis had instinctively felt that the value of the existing 
classifications could be improved if there were a coordination of the 
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agencies engaged in designing and applying classifications. He was a 
firm believer in what he called ‘‘multi-dimensional classification”. It 
was this which made him sense the potentiality of the Facet-Analysis 
designed in India and now being widely studied, both at the inter- 
national level and national levels. 


Perhaps even more than the paper which Donker Duyvis asked me 
to write in 1947, his move that resulted in the formation of FID/CA 
(Committee on General Theory of Classification) at the 1951 Congress. 
in Rome that pushed me deeper and deeper into the subject. He threw 
a big responsibility on me by making me its Rapporteur-General. 


The various new concepts developed under the auspices of the 
FID/CA—Zone Analysis, Sector Analysis, Rounds, Levels, Telescoping 
of Arrays, Telescoping of Facets, the separation of work in the Idea 
Plane, Notational Plane, Verbal Plane, respectively, the taking of 
the reduction of the schedules, to as few seminal schedules as possible, 
the whole methodology of research in classification—during the last 
eleven years have laid the foundation of the design of versatile schemes 
of classification. It was mainly due to his efforts that an Inter- 
national Conference on Faceted Classification was proposed and asa 
result, the International Study Conference on Classification for Information 
Reterieval was held at Dorking in 1957. I am now able to see an endless 
vistas of systematic investigation lying ahead of us. I wonder if I would 
ever have been put on this track and could have got the chance to 
spend my years after retirement ever bathed in the delight at these 
problems but for Donker Duyvis having pulled me out of my shell and 
brought me into relation with the co-thinkers in the world. 


His brotherly affection had always been a solace tome. When 
the delgates of the F ID Conference went on excursion, he would not 
let me go in the bus. He insisted on my tyavelling with him ina car, 
I can never forget the meticulous details with which he attended to my 
comforts, Nor can I forget the high intellectual level of our discussions 
on FID in general and clasification in particular, His abandonment 
to these two causes were indeed unique. May his soul rest in peace !

Secretary and a number of other members of the 
Association also attended several sessions as visitors. 
5 Who’s Who 

Who’s Who of Government of India Librarians, a draft of which 


was prepared by the former Secretary, Shri Jain was circulated to all 
those whose names were included with a view to making it up-to-date. 
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Unfortunately none except a few of these gentlemen returned the drafts 
after revision and the work therefore could not proceed further. 
6 In-Service Library Science Course 

The 5th In-Service Library Science Course was held from October 
1959 to September 1960. About 250 applications were received. 30 
candidates were admitted. All of them appeared in the final examination 


on completion of the course, out of which 29 passed and one of them 
got 1 Class, 


7 Central Pay Commission Report 

A memorandum was submitted to the Central Pay Commission 
soon after it started its deliberations. In response to an invitation from 
the Commission, a deputation including Shri Sohan Singh, Shri S S Saith 
and Shri N C Chakravarty met the Commission and gave oral evidence. 
It is regretted, however, that the Commission in their report refrained 
from making any reference to librarians. A memorandum was submitted 
to the Ministry of Finance requesting that the pay scales of librarians 
may be revised in harmony with the general recommendations of the Pay 
Commission. 

Soon after the Government’s decisions on the Report of the 
Commission were announced, the matter was again taken up with the 
Ministry of Finance and a letter was addressed tothe Finance Minister 
requesting that the question of the revision of scales of pay of librarians 
should be considered keeping in view the responsibility and nature of 
duties attached to different grades of these posts. A reply was receivd 
from the Ministry of Finance stating that the pay scales for the various 
posts of librarians under the Government of India had been prescribed 
in consultation with the administrative Ministries concerned and with 
regard to the nature of duties and responsiblities attached to the various 
posts. Various Ministries of the Government of India have therefore 
been addressed to fix the scales of pay of librarians in their employment 
keeping the above principle in view. 

71 DECLARING LIBRARIANS AS TECHNICAL PERSONNEL 

A memorandum was submitted to the Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Governnient of India requesting them to declare the Librarians as technical 
personnel in the matter of superannation etc. That , Ministry replied 
that the matter was the concern of the Cabinet Secretariat. The Cabinet 
Secretariat have therefore been addressed in the matter and the matter 
is understood be under consideration. 

8 AllIndia Library Conference 

The 12th All India Library Conference was held in Calcutta on 

17 and 18 April, 1960. It was originally proposed to be only an one-day 
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programme but on a request from the Secretary, GILA, it was extended 
fora day more. The Conference discussed the Report of the Advisory 
Committee for Libraries, 1959 (Ministry of Education, Government of 
India). Another sitting was devoted tothe Report of the Central Pay 
Commission. It passed a number of resolutions including one 
regarding the revision of the pay scales of the librarians in the 
Government of the India. Members of this Association took leading 
part in the discussion on these subjects. 
91 Iaslic Conferences 

During the period the Indian Association of Special Libraries and 
Information Centres held two conferences one in December, 1958 and the 
other in January, 1960. It also held a Seminar in December, 1960 on 
Cataloguing Principles for Indic Names. The GILA was fully represented 
in these gatherings and quite a few of its members took active part in 
the deliberations. 
92 Finances 


The total income of the Association during the period under report 
was Rs 127.00. An expenditure in the same period amounted to Rs 47.80. 


The Association had a balance of Rs 115.76 as on § May ’61 when the 
accounts were audited by the Auditor. 


93 Conclusion 

The Association has now been in existence for about 3 decades. It 
has done useful work and has considerably helped the cause of library 
development in the country in general and in the Government of India in 
particular. Its achievements in the domain of improving the lot of 
librarians in the Government of India have been commendable. But 
much still remains to be done before the libraries in the Government of 
India and the librarians serving therein can come into their own. 

Improvements in existing library services which include the provi- 
sion of proper accommodation, necessary equipment and adequate staff for 
the libraries in the Government of India and suitably solving the question 
of proper scales of pay for the librarians and the institution of a regular 
service thereof are some of the questions to which the Association must 
address itself. With the increasing facilities which the Government of 
India has now decided to give to library associations and the co-operation 
of members, it is not difficult to achieve results of which we may well be, 
proud. It is hoped that before long the Association will be able to 
achieve the aims which it has kept in view all these years.

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NOTES AND NEWS 


1 Sarada Ranganathan Endowment in Library Science 


On the occasion of the 61st birthday of Dr Ranganathan, some of 
his students collected a fund known as Ranganathan Endowment in 
Library Science. The sum so collected and amounting Rs 4,000 or so, 
was handed over to Dr Ranganathan by the Endowment Committee on 
17 April 1961. Dr Ranganathan invested the money in an Endowment 
known to be the Sarada Ranganathan Endowment in Library Science. 
This money will be the nucleus of further funds to be added to the 
Endowment. The purpose of the endowment shall be to further the 
cause of library science and organise periodically a course of lectures on 
the latest thought and research in Library Science and called Sarada 
Ranganathan Library Science Lectures which will be delivered under the 
auspices of any university or library association. 


2 Shri S Bashiruddin 


Shri S Bashiruddin, Librarian and Head of the Department of 
Library Science, Muslim University, Aligarh retired from his post on 30th 
April 1961 and has since been appointed Director of Libraries, Research 
and Museums, Jammu and Kashmir Government, the first post ever 
created in the Kashmir State. 

Shri Bashiruddin has served the Muslim University for 40 years, 
first as an Assistant Librarian and later as its University Librarian. He 
has been the brain behind the new University Library building housing 
the Maulana Azad Library. Shri Bashiruddin has been a giant among 
the librarians and one of the universally loved and respected persons. He 
was the first person in Northern India, to institute a full time Certificate 
Course in Library Science in 1951; first to start a B Lib Sc Course in place 
of a Diploma Course in Lib Sc in 1957; first to appoint full time lecturers 
in Library Science; and the first librarian to be raised to the status of a 
Professor. He presided over the All India Library Conference at Calcutta 
in 1956, and raised the voice of the profession against the inactivity of 
the Indian Library Association. He also presided over the U P Library 
Conference in 1956 and the All U P Library Conference in 1960. He has 
been instrumental in creating the Association of University, College and 
Research Libraries. He also participated in the Unesco Seminar on 
Library Development in South Asia in 1960. 
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Shri Bashiruddin is a man of understanding, possessing unique 
humanly qualities so essential for a librarian. He has been an expert 
member of several committees. He was a member of the Libraries Com- 
mittee of the University Grants Commission and is still a member of the 
Review Committee on Library Science set up by the UGC. He is the 
President of the U P Library Association, and the Vice President of the 
Indian Library Association. He has been abroad several times. In 1931, 
he went to London for training in Library Science; In 1955 he went ona 
study tour to the United States in the very first batch of Librarians under 
the Wheat Loan Educational programme. He went again to Europe in 
1959 to study Library problems. 


Shri Bashiruddin has created a large family of Librarians from 
Aligarh and outside, and we congratulate the Kashmir Government for 
utilising the services of this eminent Librarian of India. 


3 Review Committee on Library Science 


It has been stated in the last issue of the Library herald, page 37 
that the University Grants Commission has formed a Review Committee 
on Library Science to standardize the courses of study in Library 


Science in India. The following are the additional members of 
the Committee : 


1 Shri S Das Gupta, Librarian, University of Delhi, Delhi. 
2 Dr’ J S Sharma, Librarian, Punjab University Library, Chandigarh. 


The first meeting of the Committee was held on 15 July, 1961 in 
the U G C office. Dr S R Ranganathan presided. The Committee decided 


to send a questionnaire to the universities conducting the courses in 
library science. 


4 University and College Libraries Association 


In February 1961, steps were taken to form an Association of 
University and College Libraries. A circular was issued in February from 
the Muslim University, Aligarh under the signatures of the librarians of 
Aligarh, Banaras, Delhi, Karnatak and Poona Universities. Replies were 
received from librarians expressing their willingness to form the Associa- 
tion. At the Jaipur ‘‘Workshop’’, further steps were taken to give it a 
concrete shape. Some librarians were requested to contact other libraries 
in their region and help in the convening of the conference at an early 
date. Shri KS Deshpande, Librarian, Karnatak University has now 
drafted a provisional constitution and sent it to the concerned librarians 
in the country for their comments and approval. 
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The University Grants Commission is also being approached to 
help the Association in the convening of the conference of university, 
research and college libraries. 


5 Hansraj Pragji Thackersey School of Library Science 





Shrimati Sunderbai Hansraj Pragji donated Rs 50,000 to N D T Uni- 
versity to establish Hansraj Pragji Thackersey School of Library Science, 
commemorating the name of her late husband. The inaugural function of 
the School was held on 20 July 1961 in the University Library attended 
by the Vice Chancellor, Dean of the Faculty of Arts and the Staff and 
Students of the Library and the School. 


6 Colloquim on Documentation 





A Colloquim on Documentation was held on 28 June 1961 at Benga- 
lore sponsored by the Electronics Research and Development Establish- 
ment. It was participated by 60 delegates from leading research, scientific 
and technical organizations. The Seminar was inaugurated by Prof MS 
Thacker, Director General, CS I R, and presided over by Dr S R Ranga- 


nathan. It discussed the problems of storage, dissemination, and retreival 
of scientific information. 


7 Grant to Delhi University 


The Rockefeller Foundation has announced a grant of $ 190,000 to 
the University of Delhi, for a period of five years to develop advanced 
training in Library Science in India. The grant will be utilized in 
sending the teachers in library science to U S A for a year and getting 
teachers from US A. Scholarships will also be offered for the study of 
Library Science. 










8 National Library 





The National Library, Calcutta shall be having a nine storeyed 
building as an Annexe in 1962 at an estimated cost of Rs 30 lakhs. Shri 
Jawaharlal Nehru, the Prime Minister, laid the foundation stone of the 
Annexe on 8 May 1961. Shri Nehru hoped that every town and village 
in India would havea library with eithera section in it meant for 
children or a separate children’s library. He said that librarians in some 
way represented the cultural standards of a country. 










9 Refresher Course in Library Science 





A Refresher Course in Library Science was conducted at Varanasi 
under the auspices of the U P Library Association, Varanasi Branch. 
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The Course was started on 1 May 1961 and continued upto 30 June 
1961. It was attended by 16 librarians who were already trained in 
library science. For the first time in our country, a Refresher Course 
was conducted by a professional organization to acquaint the trained 
librarians with the latest techniques of library science. As a result of this 
Refresher Course, the two Universities in Varanasi have already intro- 
duced the latest techniques in library science in their respective libraries. 
Shri P N Kaula was the Director of the Course who was assisted in 
teaching work by D Subrahmanian, formerly Librarian, B H U.

The Bengal Library Association has decided to celebrate the 7Ist 
birthday of Dr S R Ranganathan. It will bring out a Ranganathan 
Number of its organ Granthagar and will publish a bibliography of Ranga- 
nathan’s works. The Association will also conduct a Refresher Course 
in Library Science so as to provide trainining in the Colon Classification. 


15 Madras Library Association 


The Madras Library Association has formed a Regional Committee 
to celebrate the 71st Birthday of Dr Ranganathan. The Association 
in its meeting has adopted the following resolutions ; 

1 That a Regional Committee of the Ranganathan Commomeration Volume 
Committee be formed with Shri M Krishnan as Convenor and with all the Council

16 UP Library Association 


For the first time the U P Library Association organized an integ- 
rated Certificate Course in Library Science at Lucknow, Allahabad, and 
Varanasi. A Board of Studies was appointed to draft the syllabus and 
frame general rules for conducting the course at various centres. It laid 
down the number of students that should be trained at each centre and 
the qualifications of the teachers. This has resulted in standardizing the 
Certificate Course, and raising the level of teaching. Prior to this, certi- 
ficate courses were being conducted at Lucknow, Kanpur and Allahabad, 
The duration and the syllabus of the courses varied from centre to centre. 
With the amendment to the Constitution of the U P Library Association, 
the District Associations have become the Branches of the Association 
and as such, have to carry out some of the directions of the Central 
organisation. One of the advantages of the formation of the Branches 
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has been the uniform syllabus for the conducting of a Certificate Course. 
In Varanasi, the course has been stated for the first time. 


17 International Federation of Library Association 

The Indian Federation of Library Associations has directed its 
member-associations to send a list of new periodicals or those which have 
changed their titles to the UNESCO Division of Libraries, Documentation 
and Archives. These will be published in the Unesco bulletin for libraries. 


18 International Committee on Bibliography 


Shri B S Kesavan, Librarian, National Library, Calcutta has been 
appointed a member of the International Committee on Bibliography. 


19 International Conference on Cataloguing principles 


The International Conference on Cataloguing Principles will be held 
in Paris in October 1961. The Organising Committee has received several 
papers to be discussed at the Conference. Dr S R Ranganathan has been 
invited to attend the Conference. 


20 International Conference on Machine Translation 

For the first time an International Conference on Machine Trans- 
lation of Languages and Applied Language Analysis, will be held at 
Teddington, Middlesex from 5 to 8 September 1961. The Conference will 
use English, French and Russian as the languages for communication 
which will be simultaneously translated through machines into these 
languages. 


21 Scientific Documentation in South East Asia 


A UNESCO Regional Seminar on Scientific Documentation in South 
and East Asia was held in New Delhi from 7 to 16 March 1961 under 
the directorship of Shri A L Gardiner.
